KOWLOON, 
PRONER BEFORE THE MAGISTRATE. i 

At the Magistracy this afternoon, before 
Mr H. H. J. Gomportz.,. Acting Pohco 
Magistrute, Ghebs Khan, a young private 
in the Hongkong Regiment, quartered at 
Kowloon, was charged on renand with the 
wilful murder of Lance-Sergeant Ghulam 
Hassam, of tho samo regiment, at Whit- 
feild Barracks, Kowluvn, on the 8th March 
Liout. Barrett of the Hongkong Regimont 
occupied 5 seaton tho bench. 

Mr Bowley provecuted and Mr Wilkin- 
son ‘appeared forthedefence. Allah Vittah 
Khan, ‘private in the Hongkong Rezimont, 
shid he was a membcr of Section 3, DP. 
Company. Each.Company bud a Dock in 
‘tho barracks te itself, and cach block-con- 
sisted of four rooms, Hach section had 
one of these rooms in which the non-comn- 
missioned officers aud. mon slept. On Sth 


March, in the middle of the day, he was 


sitting on the bed iu the room of number 
4yection, Tho deceased, the prisoner and 
‘several other men were there at the time. 
To was sitting on the edge of the bed 
amoking, Deceased was lying on his bed 
sleeping. The pritoner and’ two others 
were sitting on a ‘bed. Four of the men 
woro telling the prisoner, ‘ Now is your timo. 
Ho has fot got so many. of his men hero.’ 
Thoy said decensed was asleep aud if de- 
ceased struck back they would come ta 
his* (prisoner's) Tescaey | Prisoner, then, 
‘picked up a broom at the fireside and 
walked towards where deceased Iny.

When 
prigoner was sitting on the bed with tho 
other four men he had nothing in his 
hand. At ten minutes to two the Subadar 
came in, Deceased was sent to tho Hes- 
pital and prisoner was placed in the Guard 
room.

/PLIRACY ON THE WEST. RIVER. 
INTERVIEW WITM MU JOSELIE WALTON, 3.2. 

Mr Joseph Walton, MLP., havingarrived 
in England after his tour in tho Fur East, 
has becn fre ty jiving his views to the 
newspapers, In the course of an interview 
he makes the fultowing reference to British 
interesta in South China + 

“And you think the Government is to 
blame?’ ‘I can explain it in no othor 
way. Let me take you to Southern China.

Then they will muko that a protoxt for 
lending armed forces and entering into 
military occupation. Our intorests in this 
part of China are very great, and ought te 
le developed.
